Buildings  and  Equipment 

The  previous  bulletins  have  given  information  with  reference 
to  faculty  and  curriculum.  This  bulletin  gives,  in  detail,  information 
with  reference  to  buildings  and  equipment  available  for  the  use  of 
Evansville  College  for  its  first  year  beginning  September  16,  1919. 

The  same  care  has  been  exercised  in  making  arrangements  for 
buildings  and  equipment  that  was  used  in  choice  of  faculty.  The 
College  feels,  in  making  the  announcements  contained  herein,  that 
it  is  offering  to  the  prospective  student  physical  equipment  as  well 
adapted  for  the  work  of  education  as  that  of  the  average  high  class 
institution  of  learning. 

It  may  be  thought  by  some  that  during  this  first  year  of  the 
College,  housed  as  it  is  in  temporary  quarters,  the  work  will  be 
handicapped  by  inadequate  facilities.  It  will  readily  be  seen  from 
this  bulletin  that  the  buildings  and  equipment  available  represent 
an  investment  of  hundreds  of  thousands  of  dollars.  Few  high  grade 
institutions  of  long  standing  offer  superior  facilities. 

It  should  be  noted  that  the  work  of  the  College  is  to  be  done 
in  buildings  as  near  each  other  as  are  the  college  buildings  on  any 
campus.  Class  rooms,  laboratories,  library  and  gymnasiums  are  all 
within  a  few  steps  of  each  other.  Thus  the  students  will  have  their 
work  as  centralized  and  convenient  as  is  the  case  in  a  college  using 
its  own  buildings. 

It  should  be  further  noted  that  these  buildings  are  at  the  very 
heart  of  the  intellectual  and  cultural  life  of  Evansville.  College  Hall, 
which  is  to  be  completely  utilized  by  the  College  for  class  room  work, 
is  just  across  the  street  from  both  the  great  Central  High  School, 
with  fifteen  hundred  students,  and  the  Y.  M.  C.  A.  Building  of 
Evansville.  It  is  within  a  half  block  of  Lockyear's  Business  College, 
and  the  Vanderburgh  County  Court  House  with  its  lawn  comprising 
a  full  city  block.  It  is  within  one  block  of  the  great  Coliseum  and 
within  two  blocks  of  the  business  center  of  the  city.  These  buildings 
are  also  all  within  two  blocks  of  all  traction  and  city  street  car  lines. 
Every  facility  of  the  city  is  thus  at  the  disposal  of  the  students 
without  the  expense  and  time  of  extra  travel  to  and  fro. 


COLLEGE  HALL 


College  Hall 


The  actual  class  room  work  of  the  College  will  be  done  in 
College  Hall,  a  new  modern  three  story  brick  building  on  Vine  Street, 
between  Fifth  and  Sixth  Streets  and  directly  across  the  street  from 
the  Y.  M.  C.  A.  This  building  was  erected  originally  for  educational 
purposes  and  is  splendidly  appointed  for  College  work.  In  addition 
to  ample  class  rooms  are  found  the  library  reading  room,  women's 
rest  room,  and  the  gymnasium,  baths  and  dressing  rooms  for  women. 
The  gymnasium  on  the  third  floor  is  equipped  with  a  stage  and  will 
be  used  not  only  for  the  daily  chapel  exercises,  but  for  other  enter- 
tainments given  by  the  student  body.  The  actual  class  room  work 
of  the  College  can  be  done  with  great  efficiency  in  this  building. 


Stueetser  Hall 

In  the  women's  dormitory,  known  as  Sweetser  Hall,  the  young 
women  students  will  find  an  ideal  home.  Located  on  Upper  First 
Street,  within  ten  minutes'  walk  from  College  Hall,  it  is  in  one  of 
the  most  desirable  residence  districts  to  be  found  in  all  the  city  of 
one  hundred  thousand  people.  This  fine  old  pressed  brick  residence, 
a  mansion  in  reality,  was  built  thirty  years  ago  at  a  cost  of  fifty 


thousand  dollars.  In  its  three  stories  are  found  twenty-two  rooms, 
besides  spacious  hall- ways  and  cozy  corners.  The  house  is  finished 
in  such  rare  woods  as  cherry,  quartered  oak,  mahogany,  walnut  and 
bird's-eye  maple.  Through  its  plate  glass  windows  may  be  seen  in 
the  immediate  neighborhood  the  homes  of  some  of  the  most  prominent 
citizens  of  the  city.  No  better  environment  for  this  home  could 
be  found. 

Just  one  block  from  the  dormitory  is  Sunset  Park  on  the  banks 
of  the  Ohio.  No  more  beautiful  sunsets  are  to  be  seen  anywhere 
than  from  this  park.  Connected  with  the  park  are  tennis  courts, 
which  will  be  available  for  use  by  the  women  students. 

The  College  is  prepared  to  furnish  board  for  students  at  Sweetser 
Hall  on  a  co-operative  plan  at  actual  cost.  An  exact  statement  of 
cost  can  not  be  made  owing  to  uncertainty  of  food  prices.  Rooms 
will  range  in  price  from  $1.00  to  $2.00. 

Applications  for  rooms  should  be  made  to  the  President.  These 
should  be  sent  in  at  the  earliest  possible  date.  Information  in  re- 
gard to  what  the  student  should  bring  in  the  way  of  bedding,  etc., 
will  be  given  all  applicants. 

It  will  be  the  policy  of  the  College  to  establish  student  govern- 
ment in  Sweetser  Hall  under  the  supervision  of  the  Dean  of  Women, 
Mrs.  Franklin,  who  will  make  her  home  in  the  building.

Y.  M.  C.  A. 

Arrangements  have  been  made  by  which  all  the  facilities  of  the 
Evansville  Y.  M.  C.  A.  will  be  available  for  the  men  students. 
This  building  was  erected  but  a  few  years  ago  at  a  cost  of  a  quarter 
of  a  million  dollars.  Every  facility  suitable  for  physical  culture  is 
to  be  found  here.  The  students  will  meet  twice  a  week  for  class  room 
work  under  the  direction  of  Mr.  George  B.  Schnurr,  physical  director 
of  the  Y.  M.  C.  A.  Bathing  facilities  and  lockers  will  be  available 
for  students.  No  College  can  offer  a  plant  better  equipped  for  the 
social  and  physical  life  of  its  students  than  this  building. 

Bosse  Field 

For  athletic  events  Bosse  Field  will  be  available.  With  its 
hundred  thousand  dollar  concrete  grandstand  and  bleachers,  seating 
eight  thousand  people,  and  its  large  level  field,  this  athletic  park 
affords  opportunities  for  athletic  events  unsurpassed  anywhere. 
It  will  be  the  policy  of  the  school  to  promote  to  the  fullest  extent 
interclass  athletic  contests  and  to  urge  every  student  to  participate 
therein.  While  intercollegiate  athletics  will  be  promoted,  the  greatest 
emphasis  will  be  laid  upon  providing  for  and  insisting  upon  the  best 
possible  physical  development  for  every  student. 

Coliseum 

In  addition  to  the  Library  of  the  College,  which  will  be  housed 
in  College  Hall,  the  students  will  have  access  to  the  libraries  of  the 
city  of  Evansville.  The  central  library  is  housed  in  the  Coliseum, 
just  a  block  and  a  half  from  College  Hall.  Arrangements  have  been 
made  whereby  Miss  Nellie  A.  Simmons,  the  Librarian  of  the  College, 
will  spend  a  portion  of  her  time  in  connection  with  the  City  Library. 
By  this  arrangement,  the  students  will  be  afforded  every  possible 
opportunity  to  use  the  city  library.  All  told,  there  will  be  available 
for  the  use  of  the  students  approximately  one  hundred  thousand 
volumes. 

The  Coliseum,  with  its  seating  capacity  of  five  thousand,  being 
the  largest  auditorium  in  the  State  of  Indiana,  will  be  available  to 
the  ( 1ollege  for  any  occasions  requiring  large  seating  capacity.  In  this 
Coliseum  is  to  be  housed  the  great  Centenary  organ  purchased  by 
the  city  of  Evansville  from  the  Methodist  Centenary  at  Columbus, 
Ohio.  The  College  has  an  interest  in  the  organ  and  the  privilege 
of  using  it.  Around  this  organ  will  be  built  the  Music  Department 
of  the  College.

Women's  Gymnasium 

The  use  of  the  Y.  M.  C.  A.  for  men  makes  available  for  women 
the  use  of  the  large  gymnasium  on  the  third  floor  of  College  Hall, 
together  with  the  bathing  and  dressing  room  facilities  in  the  basement. 
Under  the  direction  of  Mrs.  Franklin,  the  physical  culture  for  women 
will  be  carried  out  in  this  building.  For  women  as  well  as  for  men, 
the  policy  will  be  to  encourage  proper  exercise  and  physical  culture. 
In  this  connection,  the  use  of  the  tennis  courts  in  Sunset  Park  may 
be  again  mentioned. 

It  will  readily  be  seen  that  the  College  is  in  position  to  afford 
every  opportunity  for  its  women  students  in  the  way  of  athletics  and 
physical  culture. 

Laboratories 

Recognizing  the  great  expense  involved  in  doing  the  plumbing 
to  equip  thoroughly  laboratories  for  the  sciences,  the  College  has 
made  arrangements  to  make  use  of  the  laboratories  in  Central  High 
School,  which  is  but  a  few  steps  from  College  Hall.  All  apparatus 
needed  to  do  high  class  college  work  will  be  purchased  by  the  College 
and  added  to  that  already  owned  by  the  High  School.  The  work 
to  be  done  in  these  laboratories  will  in  no  sense  be  high  school  work, 
but  will  be  strictly  of  college  grade  under  the  personal  direction  of 
the  heads  of  the  departments  on  the  College  faculty.  Students  will 
find  that  the  facilities  provided  for  laboratory  work  are  equal  to 
those  of  other  standard  colleges. 
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Homes  for  Young  Men 


The  Y.  M.  C.  A.  will  furnish  rooms  for  a  number  of  young  men 
who  may  find  it  convenient  to  live  here.  In  addition  many  of  the 
best  homes  in  Evansville  are  being  opened  to  the  young  men  of  the 
College.  Rooms  in  homes  with  modern  conveniences  may  be  had 
in  the  better  residence  sections  of  the  city  at  $1.00  a  week  and 
upward,  two  students  occupying  a  room.  Those  who  wish  to  engage 
rooms  in  advance  should  write  to  the  President.  Out-of-town 
students  will  be  permitted  to  room  only  in  places  approved  by  the 
College  authorities. 


Student  Life  and  Spirit 


An  important  factor  in  College  life  is  student  spirit.  The  most 
enthusiastic  College  spirit  will  obtain  in  this  new  institution.  Students 
here  will  not  be  merely  the  heirs  and  partakers  of  tradition,  but  will 
be  the  creators.  This  will  give  to  student  life  a  zest  not  always 
found. 

This  spirit  will  be  promoted  in  every  possible  way  by  organization 
and  direction  of  the  faculty.  Daily  compulsory  chapel  attendance 
will  give  to  the  student  body  a  self-consciousness  and  solidarity

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not  to  be  had  otherwise.  Class  organizations  will  develop  and 
maintain  class  spirit,  and  literary  societies  will  be  fostered  to  provide 
for  the  students  the  normal  expression  along  this  line. 

Every  effort  will  be  made  to  provide  a  right  social  life  for  the 
student  body.  While  everything  questionable,  or  of  a  divisive 
character,  will  be  barred,  the  College  will  do  everything  possible  to 
guarantee  to  students  a  wholesome  normal  social  life.  Students 
need  have  no  fear  that  in  coming  to  Evansville  College  they  will 
deprive  themselves  of  this  part  of  their  education.  It  may  be  said 
in  this  connection,  however,  that  the  College  greatly  prefers  those 
students  who  come  to  college  primarily  for  the  purpose  of  studying. 
Those  who  conceive  college  life  to  be  merely  a  round  of  social 
diversions  and  gaiety  may  do  well  to  look  elsewhere. 

Among  the  college  activities  to  be  promoted  will  be  inter- 
collegiate debating  and  oratory.  Those  students  who  have  a  liking 
for  this  sort  of  work  may  rest  assured  that  every  opportunity  will 
be  provided  for  them  to  satisfy  their  liking.  Mrs.  Franklin,  who 
has  charge  of  oral  speaking,  has  had,  as  a  pupil  and  instructor  under 
Professor  Robert  I.  Fulton  of  Ohio  Wesley  an  University,  an  unusual 
opportunity  to  learn  and  observe  successful  work  of  this  character. 

Religious  Atmosphere 

Nothing  is  of  more  importance  than  to  provide  for  the  student 
body  a  wholesome,  normal  Christian  atmosphere.  Through  proper 
organizations  this  atmosphere  will  be  promoted.  While  the  fullest 
latitude  will  be  allowed  for  religious  differences  in  belief,  and  no 
student  will  be  expected  to  do  anything  that  violates  his  religious 
convictions,  yet  by  example  and  precept  students  will  be  urged  to 
become  members  of  religious  organizations  and  to  develop  their 
religious  life. 

The  policy  of  Evansville  College  is  thus  to  train  head,  hand, 
and  heart.  The  institution  stands  prepared  to  provide  this  education 
not  only  in  the  fine  character  and  intellectual  equipment  of  the  men 
and  women  on  the  faculty,  but  also  in  the  completeness  of  its  physical 
plant.  The  College  confidently  announces  that  it  is  equipped  to 
do  its  work  creditably  and  satisfactorily,  and  any  student  may  count 
it  a  privilege  to  attend  its  opening  year. 

Lectures  and  Entertainments 

The  attitude  of  Evansville  toward  the  aesthetic  and  spiritual 
lives  of  its  citizens  is  evident  from  the  array  of  literary  talent  to 
appear  here  the  coming  year.  Through  the  efforts  of  Mr.  Howard 
Roosa,  a  member  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  College,  Vachel 
Lindsay  has  been  secured  to  give  a  week  of  lectures  on  poetry  under 
the  auspices  of  the  English  department.     Mr.  Lindsay  will  speak 
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especially  on  Lanier  and  Swinburne  with  whose  works  he  is  inti- 
mately acquainted. 

Other  noted  literary  people  already  engaged  to  spend  a  day  or 
more  in  Evansville  during  the  winter  or  spring  are:  Meredith 
Nicholson,  Cale  Young  Rice,  Alice  Hegan  Rice  and  Jessie  B.  Ritten- 
house.  It  is  the  object  of  those  who  are  bringing  these  authors  here 
to  promote,  especially  among  the  young,  a  more  lively  interest  in 
modern  literature.  To  this  end  they  will  not  only  lecture  but  meet 
informally  the  friends  and  patrons  of  literature  in  Evansville. 

The  teachers  of  the  city  schools  maintain  a  high  grade  lecture 
course  at  popular  prices.  Among  the  noted  lecturers  already  engaged 
are:  Miss  Ida  M.  Tarbell,  ex-President  Taft,  and  John  Foster  Fraser. 
Other  speakers  under  consideration  by  the  Teachers'  Federation  or 
the  Executive  Committees  of  the  Southwestern  Association  are: 
Alfred  Noyes,  William  Allen  White,  and  Maude  Ballington  Booth. 

The  installation  of  the  great  Centenary  organ  will  bring  to 
Evansville  musical  talent  of  the  highest  order,  and  make  possible 
throughout  the  year  the  presentation  of  some  of  the  world's  master- 
pieces in  music. 


Civic  Support 


Of  greater  value  to  the  College  than  buildings  or  parks  is  the 
civic  support  of  Evansville.  The  citizens  of  Evansville  are  for 
Evansville  College.  They  mean  for  it  to  succeed.  Their  hearts 
and  homes  are  alike  open  to  the  young  men  and  women  who  come 
to  live  for  a  time  in  their  midst.  Thus  the  student  who  enrolls  on 
September  16th  will  find  at  his  disposal  not  only  buildings  and 
equipment  worthy  of  any  institution,  but  also  the  wealth  of  cultural 
and  social  values  of  a  great  progressive,  thriving  city. 
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Additions  to  the  Faculty 


Since  the  June  Bulletin  was  published  three  addi- 
tions have  been  made  to  the  faculty.  The  head  of 
the  department  of  Latin  and  Greek  will  be  Dr.  Eugene 
S.  McCartney.  Dr.  McCartney  comes  to  the  College 
from  the  University  of  Texas,  where  he  has  taught 
for  the  last  two  years.  He  received  his  A.  B.  degree 
from  the  University  of  Pennsylvania  in  1906  and  his 
Ph.  D.  from  the  same  University  in  1911.  He  taught 
six  years  in  his  Alma  Mater.  He  then  had  the  advan- 
tages of  two  years  of  study  and  travel  abroad  on  a 
fellowship  in  Archaeology  to  the  American  Academy 
at  Rome.  Dr.  McCartney  is  not  only  a  teacher  but 
also  a  lecturer  and  writer.  During  the  past  year  he 
has  contributed  articles  to  the  Classical  Weekly,  the 
Classical  Journal,  and  the  American  Journal  of 
Archaeology.  He  will  aim  to  popularize  the  classics 
by  giving  illustrated  public  lectures. 


Miss  Ethel  R.  Burton,  a  graduate  of  the  State 
Normal  in  1908  and  of  Indiana  State  University  in 
1915,  will  have  charge  of  the  department  of  Education. 
Since  1912  Miss  Burton  has  taught  in  the  Evansville 
Teachers'  Training  School,  and  since  1915  she  has 
been  the  Principal  of  this  School.  She  has  had  exper- 
ience as  a  teacher,  both  in  the  grades  and  in  the  High 
School.  Her  fine  qualities  as  a  teacher  and  her  exper- 
ience as  director  of  the  City  Training  School  fit  her 
admirably  for  the  work  entrusted  to  her  in  the  College. 


In  her  work  Miss  Burton  is  to  have  the  assistance 
of  Superintendent  Louis  P.  Benezet  of  the  City  Schools. 
Superintendent  Benezet  received  his  A.  B.  and  A.  M. 
degrees  from  Dartmouth  College.  He  came  to  his 
present  position  from  the  superintendency  of  the  schools 
at  La  Crosse,  Wisconsin.  He  is  largely  responsible  for 
the  present  high  state  of  efficiency  of  the  Evansville 
schools.  As  a  member  of  the  State  Board  of  Education 
he  is  thoroughly  familiar  with  the  educational  situation 
in  Indiana.  He  will  give  a  course  of  lectures  in  the 
College  on  Public  School  Systems. 


The  following  teachers  in  the  city  schools  have  been  approved  as  critic  teachers: 
Misses- Louise  Atkin,  Annette  Fenneman,  Dierdre  Trible,  Carolla  Bangsberg  and 
Adelia  McClerney.
